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Army in 
Lebanon 
on alert

Lebanon's 16,000-man armed forces 
were last night placed in a state of 

maximum alert im face of mutinies 
yy Moslem rebel forces in various 
parts of the country. 

The Lebanese armed command 
jate last night dispatched a number 
of units to guard the presidential 
palace and other vital installations 
amid rumours of plans by Christian 
officers to stage a coup. 

The rumours of the coup emerged 
from within the ranks of the Leb- 
anon's Christian-dominated 1,000- 
man air force, some of whose bases 
were yesterday besieged by Moslem 
rebels. 

In what appeared to be the last 
ditch attempt at calming the situa- 
tion, the commander of the Lebanese 
armed forces, General Hanna Sa’eed, 
tast night declared an unconditional 
general amnesty for army defectors 
who yesterday overran more army 
bases in northern and southern 
Lebanon. 

Gen. Sa’eed appealed on national 
television for a united army — “the 
‘army of the future Lebanon." 

Rebel ‘Moslem troops seized 
three more strategic military 
bases yesterday and rival factions 
ia the armed forces went on full 
alert, each indicating they were 
ready to stage a coup unless their 
demands were met. 

Premier Rashid Karami warned 
that Lebanon was heading toward 
partition as the latest seven-week- 
cid Syrian truce began to crumble 
before army mutinies and a wave 
of kidnappings in Beirut.

‘The threats of a coup came sepa- 
rately in a letter from the Lebanese 
army high command and another 
from the air force commander. 

All military barracks, still manned 
-by loyal troops, went on full alert 
and tanks rumbled into position to 
guard the presidential palace at 
Ba'abda, 11 km. southeast of Beirut, 
high Placed government sources 
said. 

Neither statement mentioned direct- 
ly the possibility of a military coup, 
but “their wording left no doubt 
thet this was the threat behind 
them,” the sources said.

The college staff Jast night de- 
clared a four-day strike in protest 
of the “invasion” by troops of the 
college premises, including the etu- 
dent hostel The staff further de- 
manded the release of all West 
Bank students arrested in recent 
demonstrations, plus a 1150,000 
compensation for material damage 
alleged to have been caused by 
troops inside the Bir Zeit College. 

Meanwhile, the Judea and Sama- 
ria Command was last night re- 
ported to be considering appolnt- 
ing committees, headed by army 
officers, to replace the 
municipal councils pending the elec- 
tions which are due to be held 
throughout the West Bank on April

elections. 

Defence Minister Shimon Peres 
yesterday said that he still hoped 
that Jews and Arabs would be able 
to achieve coexistence in the area. 
He noted that Jewish settlements in 
the West Bank were being set up on 
sites which never necessitated the 
evacuation of local Arabs. With 
regard to the Temple Mount contro- 
versy, Peres sald that there was 8.

— Defence Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres yesterday came 
out in support of permitting Gush 
Emunim settlers to remain at 
Kadum in Samarie.

The Defence Minister expressed 
the “hope that a majority will be 
found in the Government which 
would support the right of the set- 
tiers to remain where they are. I 
am for it. I can find no logic 
whatever in the state permitting 
settlement in Judea but banning it 
in Samaria. Although I searched 
in the Bible and historical texts, I 
could find no distinction made be- 
tween Judea and Samaria. We have 
the right to settle in both so long 
as we do not deprive the Arabs, 
and take their sensitivities into 
account,” '

For that reason, Mr. Rabin 
assesses, the U.S. refused Israel's 
request to veto the Arab-inspired 
Security Council resolution 
the UNDOF renewal with the hold- 
ing of a Middle East debate with 
PLO participation. (The debate was 
subsequently held in January.) 

‘Messrs. Ford and Kissinger may 
have estimated, Mr. Rabin fears, 
that Syria was readier than Israel 
to risk war. Therefore they de- 
cided to assuage Syria and accede 


ἢ to some of the conditions that Syria 


was demanding for the renewal of 
the mandate. Israel's objections to 
these conditions were in effect 
brushed aside. 

The Premier is determined this 
time to persuade Washington well 
in advance that Israe] will not allow 
the UNDOF mandate issue to be 
exploited by Syria again to its 
advantage. Israel would rather see 
UNDOF go — was the Premier's 
clear message than have its 
continued presence used by Syria 
as a means of exerting diplomatic 
pressure. 


School lunch

plan was proposed by the Edu- 
cation Minister and the National 
Insurance Institute as part of 
plans to introduce the extended 


education day. 

Its chief opponents were the 
Welfare and Finance ministers, 
who claimed that funds result- 
ing from an increase in National 
Insurance premiums should be 
used for social programmes with 
higher priorities. 

Rabin told the Education Min- 
ister that he should continue 
his present experiments with the 
extended education day and the 
lunch programmes connected with 
it. The Premier’s decision cli- 
maxes iengthy discussion of the 
subject in the Knesset, among 
educators and sociologists, and 
in the news media,

‘U.S. accelerating 


M.E. weapons race’

Prime Minister Rabin said yes- 
terday that the advantages so 
far enjoyed by Israel from its 
deployment of superior American 
weaponry, would now be enjoyed 
by Egypt when it possessed the 
better American arms in addition 
to the Soviet arms it had before. 

Replying to four urgent motions 
for the agenda which were voted 
to committee, Rabin said that 
instead of preserving the Middle 
East arms balance, as it had done 
in the past, America would now ac- 
celerate the arms race in the re- 
gion, if it sold arms to Egypt. 

Israel was threatened by the sup. 
ply of arms to any Arab country, 
especially a major state in the line 
of confrontation like Egypt, Rabin 
said. 


Israel had told the U.S. that it 
favoured the establishment of ties 
between Washington and the Arab 
world. However, two conditions 
should be observed: that such a 
rapprochement not come at Is- 
rael's expense; and that it not 
endanger Israel in the sphere of 
arms supplies. Rabin said there 
were a great many sectors in which 
the Arabs would do well to foster 
their ties with the U.S. but these, 
regrettably, they neglected. 

Rabin said he heard of a con- 
crete American intention to sell 
Egypt weapons for the first time on 
February 3 from Dr. Kissinger in 
Los Angeles. He at once objected. 
Subsequently, when Ambassador 
Simche Dinitz was given further 
details from the State Department,

Egypt may return 
to Soviets for arms

WASHINGTON. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger warned yes- 
terday that Egypt might be pushed 
back into the Sowet camp if the 
U.S. Congress frustrates the Admi- 
nistration’s plans to sell Egypt six 

C-130 military transport planes. 

Kissinger, addressing a closed- 
door breakfast meeting, said that 
such a Congressional reaction would 
prove disastrous to U.S.-Egyptian 
relations, 

The Secretary declared that the 
U.S. would face diplomatic setbacks 
throughout the world if Congress 
continued to challenge his policies. 

Later yesterday, during a closed- 
door meeting with the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, the Se- 
cretary warned that Cuban expan- 
sionism may escalate in the near 
future. He hinted at a possible Cu- 
ban threat to pro-Western states in 
the -Persian Gulf, including Saudi 
Arabia, pointing out that Cuban 
troops were already stationed in 


: South Yemen. 


During the breakfast meeting, 
Kissinger insisted that the Admi- 
nistration was not planning any 
“serious” arms deals with Egypt — 
such as fighter planes or tanks. 
But he did reveal) that 10 Egyptian 
Army officers were due to come

Won’t spend more than what’s 
budgeted, Rabinowitz warns

“We shall not — under any cir- 
cumstances — spend more than the 
budget permits,” Finance Minister 
Yehoshua Rabinowitz said in Jeru- 
salem yesterday. 

This ruling spells a clear no to the 
Defence Ministry which is calling 
for an extra 1£1,000m. for antli- 
eipated cost increases during the 
year; to the Histadrut, which wants 
a bigger budget for food subsidies; 
and to the civil servants, who ex- 
pect a wage increase. 

A major effort will be concen- 
trated on promoting exports, and 
stepping up investment in export 
industries. The Minister made two 
important announcements in this 
connection: 

e@ Avigdor Bartel, managing direc- 
tor of the Haifa Refineries and 
one of Israel’s leading industrialists, 
has been appointed director of the 
Investment Authority. He is expect- 
ed to remain as chairman of the 
Refineries. 
@ Elmer Winter, of the U.S., pre- 
sident of the American Jewish 
Committee, has consented to head 
an investment drive among business- 
men in the U.S. 
An Economic Council is being 


formed to comprise business leaders 
at home and abroad as well as re- 
presentatives of the Government. It 
will have two sub-committees, one 
for mobilising investments, the other 
for expanding exports. The former 
will be headed (on the Israel! side) 
by Rabinowitz himself, the latter 
by the Minister of Commerce and 
Industry, Haim Bar-Lev. 

Speaking of the defence budget, 
Rabinowitz reassured the military 
authorities that although the geu- 
eral cost-of-living index is predict- 
ed to rise by 32 per cent this year, 
the average cost increase facing the 
budget will not exceed the predicted 
25 per cent by more than 2 or 3 
per cent. 

Concerning subsidies, he was firm 
that only 1L1,600m. has been al- 
located, and that Is the sum which 
will be disbursed. Discussions are 
going on with the Histadrut on 
how to apply the cuts, which must 
lead to an appreciable price increase 
for basic foodstuffs. 

As to the civil servants, the Min- 
ister deplored the “lamentable clause 
introduced, late in the day, into the 
1972 wage agreement,” which al- 
lowed the negotiation of the “spe- 
ctal-function allowances.” This has 
led to a serious act of erosion on 


the wage front. 

He pointed out, smiling, that the 
signature of MHistadrut secretary- 
general Yeruham Meshel “glistens 
shiningly next to that of the Fi- 
nance Minister" on a memorandum 
which appoints the Barkay com- 
mittee, and accepts its conclusions 
in advance. 

Rabinowitz called on the Hista- 
drut and the civil servants to under- 
stand the gravity of the situation. 
“The Barkai report (that recom- 
mends abolishing the allowance) is 
a protective barrier, without which 
our economic plans could collapse," 
he warned. 

Questioned about the aircrews of 
El] Al, be commented, “Whatever 
decision is taken on net wages for 
the services in general will apply 
equally to El Al.” 

He had opened the press confe- 
rence with a recital of achievements 
to date. In all sectors there is an 
improvement. Exports, tourism and 
industrial investment are up; im- 
ports, the trade gap and building 
activity are down; and prices are 
rismg more slowly.

Shoval had quoted re- 
ports that President Sudat of Egypt 
claimeé he had secret commitments 
from Israel, via the U.S., that Is- 
raci would not attack Syria. 

Rabin said that Israel was com- 
mitted to observe the separation of 
forces accord with Syria; the cease- 
fire accord with Jordan; and the 
interim agreement with Egypt; and 
was limited in its action only in- 
sofar as the other parties observed 
the accords in letter and spirit. 
Dr. Kissinger already went on re- 
cord denying the existence of secret 
agreements, Rabin said. 

Zalman Shoval (Likud) said that 
according to Sadat's claims, Syria 
would be able to open a war of 
attrition against Israel with im- 
punity. Israel would be prevented 
from taking action according to its 
own plans, because of the alleged 
Secret agreements between Israel 
and Egypt, via Dr. Kissinger. 

Perhaps Israel’s strange inaction 
as regards events in Lebanon was 
an outcome of this secret agree- 
ment about Syria, Shoval suggested. 

Shoval called on Rabin to con- 
firm or deny that he had given 
secret agreements to Dr. Nissinger 
as regards Syria and the Palestio- 
jians. And if he had given such 
agreement, why was this concealed 
from the Knesset and the public? 
The last vestige of Rabin's credi- 
bility and the credibility of his 
country, depended on this, he stated.

TEL AVIV, — Fifteen leading West 
Germaa industrialists, Ied by the 
Dr. Guenther Suhl, head of the Fe- 
deral German Industrialists’ Asso- 
ciation, arrived in Israel yesterday 
for a week's visit to explore pros- 
pects for expanding trade.

TEL AVIV. — Two employees of 
the Rehov Balfour SKupat Holim 
Maccabi clinic here were robbed in 
the street on Tuesday while on 
their way to deposit 1230,000- 
at a nearby bank, it was learned 
yesterday. 

Security officer Eliahu Glietmann, 
57, and Carmela Shlomi had left 
the clinic about 3.30 Tuesday after- 
noon, with Glietmann  hoiding a 
briefcase containing IL83,000 in 
cash and 14.150,000 in cheques. 
Several minutes’ walk from the of- 
fice, a young man walked up behind 
Glietmann and struck him on the 
side of the head with his fist.

Glietmann stood stunned, the at- 
tacker wrenched the briefcase from 
his hand, ran towards a motor- 
scooter parked nearby and raced 
off. Glietmann and Mrs. Shlomi 
made their way back to the clinic, 
from which they called police. 

As the cheques were made out 
to the sick-fund rather than to the 
customary Israeli “myself,” they are 
virtually valueless to the thief. A 
spokesman for the fund said yester- 
day that it was customary for the 
two clinic employees to leave each 
morning to make a deposit at a 
Rehov Allenby bank. But they had 
generally varied the hours to avoid 
such incidents - as occurred on

President Ephraim Katzir yester- 
day launched the annual Soldiers 
Welfare Society's lottery drive, buy- 
ing the first 200 tickets himself.

PEKING. China's Communist 
Party yesterday issued Instructions 
which appeared to spell political 
doom for Vice-Premier Teng Hsiao- 
ping, but made clear the current 
anti-rightist campaign should not 
explode into violence. 

Accompanied by a new quotation 
from ‘Chairman Mao Tse-tung, the 
party newspaper “People's Daily” 
published a major editorial which 
dismissed Teng as a bourgeois who 
had opposed socialism. It did not 
name the 72-year-old vice-premier, 
but unmistakably alluded to him as 
a “capitalist roader” who was vir- 
tually beyond redemption. 

‘The title of the editorial was a 
newly-colned quotation by Mao: 
“To reverse the verdict is against 
the will of the peopie.” 

The ni r said Chairman 
Mao had recently pointed out: ‘The 
Socialist revolution has come down 
on the heads of these people: those 
in the party who were opposed to 
the collectivisation of agriculture 
and who feel bad about criticizing 
bourgeois rights.” 

Only two months ago Teng was 
regarded as the second most power- 
ful man in China. Observers said 
the editorial, carrying the full au- 
thority of the Communist Party, 
apparently dashed his hopes of po- 
litical survival. 

Tt dictated that the campaign 
should not spread like the tumul- 
tuous Cultural Revolution of the 
1960's when  ultra-jeftist Red 
Guards travelled throughout China 
in so-called “fighting teams.” 

The editorial told Party officials 
the “struggle” against rightists 
should be under their firm control

Α FEW WEEKS AGO a woman of τὸ 
died in her rented flat in Jerusalem's 
Rehavia quarter. Her married 
Gaughter came from HerzHya to at- 
tend the funeral and her son flew in 
from overseas where he had been 
residing for some time. After the 
week of mourning he returned to hia 
wife and child abroad. 

The deceased woman, then with 
her husband and two small children, 
had moved into the flat in 1948, They 
paid no key-money for the three- 
room apartment, vacated by a fami- 
ly which had left for England. The 
rent was controlled and their tenure 
protected under the Tenants' Protec- 
tion Law passed by the British in 
1940. 

The father of the family, a 
businessman, died in 1965.

Dr. Zweig, continued his Zionist ac- 
tivities and worked largely for the 
upbuilding of the yishuv, losing most 
of his money in the process. 


Tn 1938, when he was already ailing 
with Parkinson's disease, his 
wealthy brothers sent him money 
from Moravia to provide for his 
retirement. (They did not heed his 
call to come here and perished in the 
Holocaust). He used the funds to 
build a six-flat house, one of the first 
apartment blocks in Rehavia. It was 
ἃ luxury building, with central 
heating and in design compares 
favourably with most buildings put 
up today. 

“Our house was built by Jewish 
workers from Ramat Rahel,"" Mrs. 
C. said. “Building it was an act of 
Zionism. My father was not a 
speculator,” she added, answering 
an unasked question. 

The Zweigs, with their son and two 
daughters, continued to live in the 
Talpiot house while the Rehavia 

waa rented out for income. 

- When they had to leave Talplot dur- 

ing the war in 1948, the family, with 

their now paralyzed father, had to 

stay in a hotel before they wére even- 

tually able to move into one of their 
flats in Rehavia. 

Dr. Zweig died the following year. 
Mrs. C. lived in her mother's flat 
even after she married. On her 
mother's death in 1961 she was able 
to obtain possession of a four-room 
flat on the second floor, where she 
lives now. 

Of the six flats in Mrs. C.'s 
building, one is on the ground-floor, 
two each are on the first and second 
floors, and one is on the third floor, 
Total income from the three tenant- 
eceupied flats is about IL670 a 
month.

WASHINGTON, — A skull estimated 
to be about 1.5 million years old has 
been found in Northern Kenya and 
raises questions about the dating of 
the Peking Man fossils found in 
China, anthropologist Robert 
Leakey told the Natlonal Geographic 
Society here this week. 
᾿ Myr. Leakey said the skull was 
almost identical to the fossils found 
in Peking, thought to be about 500,000 
years old. Other new discoveries in 
Kenya included a pelvic bone and 
numerous hand and wrisi bones. 

The discoveries, in the Great Rift 
Valley of East Africa, provide fresh 
evidence that early man existed in 
several forms at one period in his 
development and of how he moved 
and worked, Mr. Leakey and Dr. 
Donald Johanson said in a joint 
statement. ᾿ 

Mr. Leakey is director of the 
National Museum of Kenya. Dr. 
Johanson is Curator of Physical 
Anthropology at the Cleveland, Ohio, 
Museum of National History and 
Associate Professor of Anthropology 
at Case Western University there. 


NEW LINK 
IN STORY 
OF MAN

Mr. Leakey told a press con- 
ference here that the skull 
represented “ἃ very important link” 
to confirm once and for all that man 
was co-existent with the ape-like 
Australopithecus. 

Anthropologists say the new find- 
in will lend credence to the 
theory that the Australopithecus was 
probably a relative, rather than a 
forebear, of mankind and reached an 
evolutionary dead end. 


Mr. Leakey also said the new skuil 
provided a continuous pattern of 
development with the "1470" skull he 
found four years earlier in the same 
area of Kenya cast of Lake Turkana, 
which was dated as being 2.5 million 
to three million years old. The find- 
ing of a second skull confirmed that 
the original was not a freak. 

The great size of the pelvic bone, 
Mr. Leakey added, showed it was 
probably part of a body which was 
stocky and heavily muscled. A study 
of it would help understand early 
man’s locomotion and stance. 

Dr. Johanson said his discovery of 
about 150 fosailised bones of two in- 
fants and trom three to five adults in- 
cluded about 35 hand and wrist 
bones. Study of these would help 
show the “capabilities of the hand 
for manipulation and perhaps for 
tool-making.’" The bones, found in 
the Hada region of Ethiopia's Afar 
depression, had enabled recreation 
of a composite hand. This waz the 
most complete example of a hand of 
such age, between three and 3.5 
million years. {Reuter}

A WEEK before the recent Koah 
Kan conference, 250 participants 
were expected. But a crowd of over 
800 turned up at the Pa) Hotel in Tel 
Aviv. 

This response indicates a serious 
grass roots desire for change — a 
positive side to the universal 
grumbling. 

Herzl Katz, a lawyer from South 
Africa who initiated the idea, and the 
four English-speaking Settlers’ 
Associations which sponsored it, had 
planned the conference as a means 
of drawing ‘‘Anglo-Saxon” im- 
migrants into the mainstream of 
Israeli life and to ‘‘match up" their 
untapped desire to do and change 
things with Israel organizations in 
every field from morals and ethics to 


accident prevention and nature 


protection. 

The conference was divided into 
four workshops on Tuesday morning 
and F attneded the most popular, 
which dealt with-manners and 
ethics. The one formal speech was 
made by Professor Rony Shuval of 
Tel Aviv University's Department of 
Psychology. who discussed studies 
in which Israeli children were com- 
pared with children in other coun- 
tries. 

In one study, children in Israel, the 
U.S., Great Britain and Switzerland 
were asked to indicate how their 
parents handle them. ‘Everywhere 
but in Israel, the children said their 
parents teach them how to behave 
and, in second place, encourage 
their independence. For Israeli 
children, the order was reversed, 
with independence first and 
guidance second. This may he at- 
tributed to the desire of Israeli 
parents to raise proud, independent 
citizens totally divorced from the 
fears and subservience of the Galut.

There are those who will say that” 
any non-political effort to change 
things is doomed to failure. But the 
organizers of the conference, as well 
as the participants, refuse to believe 
this. Ralph Hadani, executive direc- 
tor of the Israet office of the British 
Zionist Federation, and one of the 
organizers, sai “We have heard 
these prophecies of doom and we 
don't accept them. We do not think 
politics is the way to make the kind 
of changes we need here. This has to 
be a grass roots movement. If our 
government does not know how to 
improve the quality of life here, it is 
our job to offer our suggestions and 
to work toward their implemen- 
tation.’' 


In the end, it was decided not to 
form an organization but rather to 
set up a coordinating committee to 
work out a plan of action from the 900 
suggestions received, and to serve as 
ἃ liaison between the immigrants 
and organizations where they can 
work.

MERCHANT MARINE 
DISREGARDED 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. — Although some recent news 
items have alluded to the existence 
of a seafaring profession in Ysrael, 
the general public knows little about 
its importance and its problems. 
There seems to be a deliberate 
blackout in the media on the subject. 
Only sensational news of strikes and 
lawbreaking is publicized. mostly in 
a prejudiced way. 

Various popular programmes on 
TV and radio, which often present 
the strangest occupations, 
professions and human types. never 
include anybedy connected with the 
Merchant Marine, although this 
country [9 for all practical purposes 
an island and all its trade of any con- 
sequence is carried by sea. The best 
example of this attitude was the 
Minister of Defence's latest edict: 
Merchant seamen, who carried all 
supplies under the most adverse con- 
ditions since the establishment of the 
state. were not to be awarded the 
Yom Kippur War ribbon. 

This general indifference of all 
those in authority at the highest level 
has contributed towards demoraliza- 
tion in the fleet. Officers who, for 
many years, believed their work to 
be important enough to be proud of it 
and who sacrificed a great deal to 
preserve and safeguard ships and 
cargo, have been rebuffed by 
pureaucracy, indifference and 
sometimes unpunished vandalism. 
No support in maintaining discipline 
and proper safe working routine was 
obtained from shipowners, who tried 
to buy peace by paying for im- 
aginary work, or from the Ministry 
of Transport, which is responsible 
for enforcing the law, or from the 
ral * union, which should be in- 
terested in the future of the fleet. 
Those responsible either avoided the 
issues or took the wrong side. 

It is high time to arouse the coun- 
try's consciousness to the fact that, 
without a viable Merchant Marine, 
our lifelines will easily be cut in any 


future emergency.

JERUSALEM 
RAILWAY STATION 
To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — The Jerusalem Post reports” 


under date of February 6 that the 
Israel Railways Administration is 
planning major repairs on several 
stations, including extensive work on 
the one in Jerusalem. 

Perhaps instead of investing in the 
planned rebuilding. some thought 
should be given to the feasibility of 
moving the Jerusalem Station some 
1,800 metres southward, where it 
could be relocated in the relatively 
open area adjacent to the Talpiot In- 
dustrial Zone. Careful consideration 
might reveal a decided cost benefit 
resulting from the change, in addi- 
don to the following obvious advan- 


tages: 
1. It would free the present station 
area for development as a continua- 
tion of the park which enhances the 
Yemin Moshe area, with inestimable 
benefit to Baka’a and the German 
Colony, both in need of planned open 
public space. 
2. It would eliminate the two grade 
crossings ΠΟΥ within the ci. 
ty, with their attendant In- 
convenience and hazard. 
3. It would afford the possibility of a 
low cost solution to the ΤΌΙΒ 
traffie condition which has been 
developing along Emek Refaim 
Street in recent years. [mek Refaim 
could become one way southerly, 
while the close-by railroad right of 
way would provide a paralle} 
northbound route from Ben Zakai 
Street to Bethlehem Road, where it 
would rejoin the existing traffic 
pattern. 
4. The proximity of the new station 
and yards to the Talpiot Industrial 
Zone would make it a simple matter 
to provide siding service directly to 
factory loading platforms. This 
would eliminate an intermediate 
trucking operation to a freight 
loading terminal, and might by that 
very economy encourage the use of 
rall freight for a considerable 
amount of cargo now being 
transported on the highways.

FOR NEARLY FIVE months debate 
has continued on both the amount of 
the minimum wage and the criteria 
used to determine it. Discuasion 
started last year when Knesset 
members Jack Amir and Meir Cohen 
submitted a Parliamentary query, 
asking why there were so many 


wage-earners among welfare 


recipients. 

Ms Amir and Cohen had pin- 
pointed a major fault in Israel's 
economic and social policy: 
Thousands of hard-working wage 
earners are forced to become 
welfare cases, because the monthly 
minimum wage in many industries 
is lower than monthly public 
assistance payments, Over 26 per 
cent of Israel's 36,969 welfare grant 
recipients in 1974/75 were working 
poor, mostly breadwinners with 
large families. 

How did this situation arise? What 
led to the utilization of welfare 
payments as a government subsidy 
to low-paying industries, to the ar- 
tificial swelling of welfare roles, and 
the stigmatization of thousands of 
hard-working Israelis? 

The minimum wage in Israel has 
generally been negotiated between 
the Histadrut and the Manufacturers 
Association. Uniike welfare 
payments — which are tied by law to 
a level of 40 per cent of the average 
wage — the minimum wage is un- 
linked to any index, is not defined by 
law, is fixed only during wage 
agreements held every few years, 
and thus does not increase 
automatically in-between. 

The size of the minimum wage 
depends upon the social con- 
sciousness of the Histadrut, public 
pressure, and the bargaining ability 
of Histadrut officials vis a vis the 


Manufacturers. It is a sad comment’ 


that in the area of determining basic 
wages for low income groups, the 


SHMUEL TAMIR usually introduces 
his speeches in the Knesset with the 
statement: “Here is my telegram." 
This is a private joke, a dart in the 
direction of the Likud whips who 
grant him only five minutes of 
speaking time when his turn comes. 

Tamir finds the restriction in- 
tolerable. ‘The minimum allocation 
to the smalest faction in the Knesset 
is ten minutes.

Tamir 
agrees with Herut that Israel should 
accept nothing less than a signed 
peace treaty before staging any 
withdrawa]. He thinks the Govern- 
ment has committed a grave mis- 
take in accepting the American in- 
itiativé for “‘end-of-war" instead of 
peace. But if peace can be bought at 
the price of some non-essential 
positions on the ground, it would be 
folly not to accept the deal. Herut, 
however, cannot be talked into it. 

In his youth, Tamir was among the 
intractables. He joined the Irgun 
Zva'i Leumi, was arrested and 
deported. ‘But that was different,” 
he says now. ‘We fought the British 
rule, because the British were the 
main obstacle to our independence. 
Today we stand face-to-face with the 
Arabs, and we must do our best to 
come to terms with them.” 

Policies must change when cir- 
cumstances change. During the Yom 
Kippur war, we had a chance to 
make history. ‘‘We should have hit 
hard at Damascus," Tamir says, 
But even before that war, Israel 
could have created new facts by 
widespread settlement in Judea and 
Samaria, by integrating their 
economy with Israel's own, and by 
seeking a treaty with Jordan.

Histadrut hes been an exceptionally 
poor advocate. While the Histadrut 
insists on being the sole bargaining 
ageut for workers‘ salaries (and in- 
deed, it established the first 
minimum wage in 1972), the 
Histadrut has neglected to tie the 
minimum wage to any economic in- 
dex. This results in a mockery of 
minimum wage ‘‘bargaining’’ 
because of the rate of inflation. 

The plight of the working poor has 
become so serious in the past few 
months that Mrs. Shoshana Arbeli- 
Almozlino, Chairman of the Knesset 
Labour Committee, and several 
other committee members began 
pressing for legialation to tle the 
minimum wage to a level of about 60 
per cent of the average wage. This 
would mean an automatic, floating 
increase pegged nearly 20 per cent 
above welfare payments, so that no 
full-time worker would have to rely 
on welfare payments. 

Mrs. Almozilino’s plan, of course, 
would remove power and 
caretaker status over working 


poor from the Histadrut for the first — 


- time. This concept was taken as an 


insult and threat to the Histadrut, 
and heavy ‘was brought to 
bear against legislating an 
autdmatic, self-revising minimum 


wage. f

The curtailment of speaking time is 
nothing compared to the u..eaking of 
promises.

Itisa 
shame we do not yet have direct 
elections in Israel, and that working 
poor are not yet into a 
viable lobby. If either of these 
elements had existed, we would not 
have witnessed the travesty just 

ted on thousands of hard- 
working Israelis.. 

The next time someone geta ex- 
cited and incited when reading about 
the increase in welfare rolls (which 
are sure to come), let him think 
twice about who put them there. For 
these hard-working poor, social 
work “rehabilitation” is a cynical 
joke. And all this in a society which 
exalts and exhorts the sanctity of 
labour and the “rights’’ of the 
worker.
